NEW INFORMATION INDICATES 
CUTS TO CRIAW WERE 
NOT PART OF DEFICIT— 
REDUCTION 


After three weeks of requesting the details of the cuts at the Women's Program, Secretary 
of State, information has finally been released which indicates CRIAW was definitely misled 
as to the true reason for the 20% cut in core funding. 


ARE YOU AWARE THAT: 
2 the cut in the Women's Program budget was 1.6 million (15%). 


2 that the cuts to the Women's Centres and the 3 publications (RFR, Healthsharing and 
Canadian Woman Studies) add up to $1,594,502.00 


2 that funds cut from CAAWS (100%), NAC (15%) and CRIAW, CCLOW, Vancouver Women's 
Research Centre and Nouveau Départ (all cut 20%) have been shifted into project funding 


DO YOU REALIZE THAT: 


. CRIAW and the other targeted groups have now been cut proportionately even more than 
NAC - a total of 35% over 2 years - and with no warning or consultation! 


° the letter from Gerry Weiner to CRIAW linked our cut in funding to the need to reduce 
the federal deficit. This argument was also advanced orally by his officials and staff 
at the Women's Program. We were informed that research and publication were no longer 
a priority - although women's centres are now being asked to apply for project money 
for "research and education." 


z even a restoration of the 1.6 million to the Women's Program would not necessarily mean 
a restoration of funding to CRIAW and the other national groups. 


WE URGE YOU TO PROTEST the shift in funding from core to project: It is core funding which 
provides the day to day operating expenses for groups and enables them to hire staff, sign 
leases, and make long-term plans to carry out their goals and objectives. Project funding 
is given out for initiatives which meet government objectives. It is more subject to 
government control and requires the submission of a grant proposal for every project a group 
wants to undertake. Demand that the government restore funding to Women's Centres, to the 
3 Publications, and to the targeted national organizations. The Canadian government has 
signed international documents committing it to helping women achieve equality. Let's hold 
them to this promise!
